According to the plan, Chicago will 
put their time ono hour ahead on 
March 1, and keep It there from that 
date on. Already north shore towns 
of Lake County, Including the county | 
seal, Waukegan. have indicated that 
they will follow Chlcago'a lead and 
put their clock ahead an hour. 

As Antloch residents are affected by 
the change in every direction they 
turn, the entire citizenry will have to 
be twins with two watches and clocka 
in order to gel along. And those Jn 
the rural arcaa will have to change 
the entire hablta of the barnyard ani- 
mals (who never hoard of daylight- 
saving), the rialngof tho sun, bealdes 
warnlnl: Mother Nature to turn off the 
dew-making machinery an hour ear- 
lier so they can go to work, etc. 

The state of Wisconsin has legis- 
lated against any daylight aavlng time 
(deos. which means that Antloch with 
Its situation on the atate line and ita 
trading center In Kenosha as well aa 
Waukegan will be more than Incon- 
venienced. 

Inquiry on the aubjcct around tho 
com'piunlty dUcIoaes that aa a whole, 
the people of Antloch feel that the 
eaatern time will be a regular nui- 
sance. They can bear It In tho sum- 
mer; for business reasona. but yon 
can't change Nature or her time as a' 
permanent basis.

Because Rusa Alton! kept hla cam- 
paign promise to slop tho well-known 
marriage mill racket that was apon- 
aored by several Waukegan Justices of 
tho peace In co-operntlon with tho 
county clerk's office, the "marrying 
squires" and otliers who thrived on 
marriageable couples are looking for 
aomethlng new to "earn a living" and 
blamo Alford for putting tho cla-mp on 
their racket. 

The conscientious objectors point to 
last week-end*a drop In the marriage 
business when AJford closed tho 
clerk'a ofllce and retuaed to lastie li- 
censes. The clerk's offlcc shows that 
20 couples were licensed from 8 a. m. 
to 12 noon Saturday. But the Jus- 
tices about that the buslneea over the 
week-end has been drawing from 50 
to 100 In tho poat 20 years when li- 
censes could be had at any hour of 
the^ay and nigbt 

Figures Are Figures. 
Using the objectors' Ilgurea, Invaa- 
tlgation shows that an average of 76 
couples would mean that 3.900 llceos- 
ea were Issued on tbe 62 week-endsot 
1934. Approximately 1,000 couples 
are estimated- to have come froni 
Lake County In the ordinary course 
of the year. On thla baala. as ad- 
vanced by the marriage mlU-aupport- 
era,, only about 1,100 couplea were 
licensed on all the -other daya during 
the year as the clerk's records reveal 
that 6,245 licenses were Issued dur'ag 
the entire year of 1934. 

According to the re<?ordJ3 In the 
clerk'a office, however, only about 20 
per cent of the marriage license busi- 
ness co^ea after normal ofllce hdurd» 
which means that the objectorb • to 
-AUord are exaggerating the extent of 
their marrying buHlneas, or the rec- 
ords of the county clerk's on\ce for 
1934 are not correct. Theclerk'srec- 
"ords" mean that the- county, will loao 
less than 11.000 and nothing of the 
purported $120,000 marriage mill re- 
ceipts, If all the figures scattered 
around the premises of Waukegan- and. 
tbe court bouse can he believed. 
Merchants Not Interested. 

The Antloch News, In seeking- an 
expression of the'Vaukegan Chamber 
of Commerce on the "amount y^t' 
money bun!ne&smen would lose by Al- 
ford'a act of stopping the marriage 
-mill," learned that the members of the- 
Chamber are taking no part In thla 
"political squabble." it was Intimat- 
ed, however, that the merchauts-as a 
whole could not possibly benefit oy 
the "after hours marriages" becauae 
their s-tores were generally closed. 

The outspoken objectors, It was 
learned, came mainly from, the num- 
ber one "marrying squire," Justice of 
the Peace Henry F. "Wallenweln; 
Bruno Henderson, a Jeweler; cab- 
drlvefs; marriage hustlers, other Jus- 
tices of tbe peace, etc. 

Many Waukegan businessmen point- 
ed out that while it made little d'f-„ 
ference.in their receipts whether or 
not the mill, operated and that' they 
I wanted no part of the squabble, Coun- 
I ty Clerk Alford woscarrylng out hia 
I campaign pledge and "bo what's the 
argument!" '

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THE WEAKNESS !N "SOAKING THE RICH" 

Tlicre is one grave fallacy in any "soak-thc-ricV* 
plan that should receive more discussion and understand* 
ing. 

The accumulated wealth which the "soak-thc-rich'* 
advocates wish to confiscate IS NOT IN CASH. 

\i the holdings of a multt-millionairc industrialise, 
for example, were represented by cash in the bank, or 
quickly negotiable securities, it would be a simple 
enough matter to tax them fifty, sixty, seventy or 
eighty per cent.

As a matter of fact, the fortune held by this super- 
industrialist includes very little "ready money." It 
consists of factories, office buildings, minufactunng 
plants of one kind of another. These assets are at work 
producing jobs, needed goods and services and, foisiWy, 
dividends for many other stockholders. 

If this man's holding is outrageously txxed, either 
in income or inheritance levies, the only way he or his 
estate can pay is to sell these imiustrul hotdinips at 
forced-sale values. Factories may be closed, men thrown 
out of work — for the value of machinery and other 
plant equipment cannot be expnaseJ entirely in dollars. 
The machine, for example, that makes shoes may have a 
market value of ten thousand dollars — j-et be the means 
of providing job* whose economic importance dwarfs 
this sum.

They arc the fortunes that 
carry industry through bad times as well 2S good — and 
absorb a loss, even while keeping men at work and \ 
wheels turning.

<lirectly at every pocketbook. You invite unemployment, 
industrial distress, bankruptcies. And you prolong de- 
pression.

the prejudices and passions of the majority, the liberties 
of private citiens from the tyranny, abuse and robbery 
of those who wield the powers of government."

Virtually atiy plant can bo grown 
In the houao, imt aomo aro bettor for 
Iho purpoBP than otliorB. The Ury 
almosphoro lu rooms now la vastly 
<llfforonL than whon grandmothor kopt 
the old keltlo atoamlng on the atovu. 
Modorn rooma are 5 per cent drier 
than tho desert, the air Is nlled with 
small particles of dust which clog up 
the breathing pores (planta do havo 
breathing porca In tho leaves, many 
mllllona of them on a alnglo leaf). 
Tho beat klnda of planta to grow 
under auch condltlona are thoao with 
thick, leathery teavea, such as the 
rubber plant, bowatrlng hemp and 
corn plant, or cacti, century plants 
And other aucculents. 

Transplant April 1. 

Tranaplant hoii^o planta when the 
buda on tho trooa outdoora begin to 
Awell or. along about April 1. Many 
planta remain aeml'OornmntJ or at 
rest during winter and ahould not bo 
repotted until thoy ahow algna o[ 
activity. In springtime. Hopot cacti In 
spring and keep them in pots all auni* 
mer, plunging the pota In tho ground 
or rockery. 

Never over^pot but keep houBO 
planta In as small a container as pov 
«lble. Plants In large tubs should bo 
top^rcased by having aomc of the old 
soil from tho top of tho pot rcmo/cd 
and new, rich aolt used to replace It. 
A good soil from tho garden, mixed 
with well rottod manure (about ono* 
fourth), one part leaf mold and a 
small amount of torpedo sand, will 
grow tho average plant. Persons Uv> 
Ing In cities ahould buy soil, ready 
mixed, to suit tho kind of plant to be 
potted, from the florist. Palms and 
geraniums take a heavier soil than 
that used for begonias, tho polnsottla 
and similar planta. 

Use Water When Needed. 

The home gardener who learns. how 
to water her plant la on the way to 
success. The question Is always 
.asked. "When should a potted plant 
be watered?" Water all planta when 
they need water. Look each plant 
over each day and If It requires water 
give It plenty. 

Feed houao plants when thoy are In 
active growth, or during late aprlug 
on. Feeding a resting plant Is llko 
giving a sick animal a great quantity 
of food— neither can enjoy It and re- 
main In good health... Commerclalfcr- 
tillsers aro excellent, but a small 
■quantity goes a long way. 

Syringe* planta about once each 
week to remove duat and to cause a 
halo of moisture to «urround them. 
Syringing Is not watering, but simply 
forcing water over tho foliage and 
stems by pressure of the flngoia. 
Guard Against Insects. 

Watch for Insects at all times, and 
at their Arat appearance attack thoni. 
For sucking Insects llko tho Green 
Fly, use a tobacco extract and apply It 
with an atomizer. It takes very little, 
but each fly must be covered. 

Some house plants do bettgr In cer- 
tain windows. Hero aro a few that 
do well In the north windows: Iron 
plant (Aspidistra), Boston fern, holly 
fern, rex begonia, and those with or- 
namental loaves, corn plant (Drat'io- 
na), phllodcndron (a vine), EngMsh 
Ivy and Wandering Jew (Tradescan- 
tia). 

Those which do well In east win- 
dows: Panilanus (screw pine); palms, 
such aathe thnlch pal.-n. date jpalni, 
feather palm; aedums. begonluB, 
fuchsia In season; primroaoa, cycla- 
men and bulbs In seaaon. 
' South Beat In Winter. 

Practically all planta will do beat 
during winter In a south window. 
During summer the sun Is too hot for 
many plants, auch as the begoniaa, 
ferns, and plants with similar foliage. 

The Ion bejit foliage plants for the 
borne: Rubber plant (Hens elnstlca): 
iron plant (aspidistra); variegated or 
green leaved bowatring hemp (Sanso- 
vloria); corn plant (dracrona); spider 
plant (chloropythum— tho variegated 
variety Is best); screw pIno (pan- 
danus) ; Boston fern ; thatch palm. 
(Kentln), date palin, cacti and other 
succulents, and n>p:»rugU8 fern (eapar- 
ngUB plumosa nanus). 

Plants that flower cannot be ex- 
pected to flower continuouflly and If 
wanted for a flue display should be 
considered na ono does a bouquet and 
discard thorn when the flowers have 
faded. IJulboua plants mako flno fluw- 
orlng plants and should bo used aa 
such.' Begoniaa In variety are excel- 
lent.

npHE glamor of Daniel Boone's 
•*• romantic career of explora- 
tion and pioneering has lighted 
up vistas of achievement for 
many generations of American 
youth. The ideals for vrhich his 
memory stands — self-reliance, 
darinir, perseverance — have 
guided millions of Americans in 
their own undertakings. 

•Even in his lifetime Daniel 
Boone became an object of vcnor- 
fitton at his home In what is now 
La Charette, Missouri, and the 
monument over hia final resting 
place at Frankfort, Kentucky, 
still draws thousands of pilgrims 
annually. Representing as it docs 
the intrepid spirit of the Ameri- 
can westward . movement, his 
character is a living force in 
American history. 

Boone was bom near Rending; 
Pa., probably on November 2, 
1734. Little is known of his boy- 
hood, but thrilling legends 
cluster about his trapping, hunt- 
ing and exploration of virgin ter- 
ritories. His knowledge of wood- 
craft, hU courage and his under- 
standing of Indian v/ays led to 
his engagement by Judge Elch- 
ard Henderson to explore the 
whole Kentucky area and to ne- 



gotiate with the Cherokeei ,for 
tho purchaaa of a vast tract for 
settlement. 

In that and other explorations, 
his endurance In th.o face of 
hardships, his resourcefulneas, 
becam3 the stuff of which na- 
tional myths are made. He was a 
hero molded to the needs of a 
young and vigorotw nation ilnd 
remains the idol of American 
boys. 

Boona \\vcd to see the frontier 
which ho had helped push west; 
ward advanced far beyond his 
boldest dreams. In his old age 
Congre38 recognized his pioneer- " 
ing services by granting him a 
small property in La Chftrette, 
where he pursued his robust life 
as a trapper and nlintcr until his 
death in 1820, at tho age of 86. 

Twenty-five years later, his re- 
mains and those of his wife were 
removed to Frankfort, Kentucky. 
The need to perpetuate remem- 
brance of those whom the nation 
loves and admires is taken for 
granted by Americans, and It has 
encouraged tributes to Daniel 
Boone everywhere in tho land. 
He was p greot American con- 
queror, whose weapons were 
those of peace, and sklll.v
